Inability of Bank to Meet 
Requirements of State 
Forces Liquidation

license was granted. Formal notice 
was given to all places selling beer 
that June 25 is the deadline for li­ 
cense applications. 
Every provi­ 
sion of the ordinance will be en­ 
forced. 
By a tie vote with Mayor Flen­ 
se voting “yea’’ a little special per­ 
suasion is going to be used on busi­ 
ness men to pay their business li­ 
cense fees. 
A beauty parlor in residence dis­ 
trict is ordered to stop operations. 
Report show s that there are 500 
autos in Arlington Heights with­ 
out 1933 tags. 
Subdivider fails to pay special 
assessments collected by him from 
lot owners in subdivision. Village 
will aid in prosecution. 
Northwestern is again guilty of 
excessive whistling. 
Water shortage faces village 
with only two wells giving normal 
supply. 
Jt was a warm night and an ef­ 
fort was made to hasten the delib­ 
erations, but there was too much 
business and it was near midnight 
before adjournment was taken.

Monday morning, June 19, the 
state auditor’s office took charge 
of the First State Bank of Bensen­ 
ville for inspection and adjust­ 
ment.

How­ 
ever, on account of the inability of 
the bank to meet the various re­ 
quests of the State Auditor’s of­ 
fice, it may become necessary to 
liquidate. 
This bank was originally estab­ 
lished as a private institution in 
1900, later coming under state reg­ 
ulation. The number of its frozen 
assets is no doubt due to the ser­ 
vice that it gave to the community 
of Bensenville. In place of hoard­ 
ing its dollars, the money was made 
available for the home building and 
business development of the com­ 
munity. Many a family and many 
a business man of Bensenville has 
reason to remember aid given at 
various times by this bank. 
The 
bank is today a victim of circum­ 
stances* 
no blame ran b e a t- 
tached to its officers or manage­ 
ment. 
Every effort w»as made the past 
three months to secure additional 
reopen- 
as soon 
evident that the job could not suc­ 
ceed without a cooperative effort 
upon the part of all interests of 
the community. Many people who 
desired to join in the movement, 
are without surplus funds at this 
time and it was finally necessary to 
drop the plans.

BOARD CUTS 
SCHOOL COSTS 
IN HEIGHTS 


Take Off Month; Lay Off 
Three Teachers; Less 
Income Seen 


In an attem pt to prevent raising 
the school tax rate in Arlington 
Heights, the Board of Education of 
District 25, the elementary public 
schools, have cut the next school 
year from ten to nine months, or 
IO per cent; and also laid off three 
teachers. The pupils will be group­ 
ed more in a room, and the pro­ 
gram will be speeded up so as to 
get the wrork in, and 
still meet 
high 
school 
requirements, 
The 
fate of the kindergarten is uncer­ 
tain. 
The teachers whom 
the board 
has not rehired are Misses Virginia 
Haljgus, 
M argaret 
Oberreuter, 
and Alberta Welch. 
Faced with a 15 per cent reduc­ 
tion in the assessments of small 
homes and small apartments, or­ 
dered by the Board of Appeals, and 
the 1931 taxes to be collected with 
additional delay this year; then al­ 
so another 15 per cent 
reduction 
for 1932 taxes expected, the board 
was much concerned as to meeting 
the situation financially, and with­ 
out raising the tax rate. The plight 
of home owners was 
taken into 
consideration in not being willing 
to increase their burdens, if other 
means could be worked out to car­ 
ry on the school work adequately. 
A tour of investigation by the 
chairman of the teachers commit­ 
tee, C. E. McWharter, revealed th at 
many neighboring villages are re­ 
ducing their school year from ten 
to nine months; so that Arlington 
Heights in this respect is with the 
action of the majority.

The new building will be built back 
of the old; and when the old is no 
longer needed, it will be sold and 
moved off.

special price and besides he Can not 
afford it any more. 
His “take” upon each gallon of 
gas sold will be reduced by one cent 
£ gallon after July I. 
If he is 
caught giving the discount, he will 
not only lose the right to sell the 
particular gas which he is handling, 
but he will be unable to secure any 
other such product. 
The above is the substance of 
the orders that were received this 
week by every service station in 
this part of the state. It was ac­ 
companied by announced increases 
in price given in three installments. 
The price of gas was raised a half 
cent last Saturday, another half 
cent on Monday and a full cent on 
Wednesday. 
The price of regular 
gas is now 14.6 cents with Ethyl 
selling at 17.1 a gallon. 
The competition has been taken 
out of the gas trade, presumably 
by agreement of the oil industry. 
Its effect means higher prices to 
the crude oil producers, more prof­ 
its to the gas companies, who arp 
expected to raise wages 
of em­ 
ployees, and will probably mean a 
decrease in the number of service 
stations. 
A few years ago, 
Uncle Sam 
would have considered such action 
on the -part of the gas companies 
as an illegal conspiracy in con­ 
straint of trade. 
Now it is just 
good business and one more step of 
President Roosevelt 
to get 
the 
country out of the depression. 
Farmers* Turn Next 
Agriculture is expecting to hear 
any day that Secretary Wallace of* 
the 
Department 
of Agriculture 
will order the millers of the coun­ 
try to pay to the government thirty 
cents for each bushel of wheat that 
is ground. This money is supposed 
to be used in the curtailment of 
crop acreage. It is the concensus 
of opinion among those familiar 
with conditions in the great north­ 
west that the weather man has giv­ 
en such heat to the grain fields the 
past two weeks, that crop shortage 
will raise the price without the help 
of Mr. Wallace. 
Advance in Many Commodities 
Merchants report that the whole­ 
salers are refusing to accept or- 
ders for future delivery and that 
there are daily advances in prices 
of many commodities. Some of the 
advances are startling. The man­ 
ufacturers and wholesalers are to­ 
day taking their profit. “Business 
at any old price” is a thing of the 
past. 
State Highway Dept.

When Trustee Barrett at the vil­ 
lage board meeting Monday night 
brought to the attention of the al­ 
dermen that the water question was 
again

there was a “sinking” feeling 
among aldermen. 
“Picking the 
winners at a race track,” said Al­ 
derman Framberg, “is a whole lot 
surer than deciding what to do wih 
a well without water.” The ques­ 
tion under discussion was whether 
to “shoot” the north side well at 
the water tower with dynamite or 
to try sinking it deeper. Alderman 
Barrett seemed to favor “taking a 
long shot,” buying 
the dynamite 
and auditing the result. Alderman 
Krause was inclined to agree with 
Mr. Barrett. ‘Some of the other 
members of the board hesitated 
about taking such drastic action. 
It is not only aldermen who can 
not agree upon the well question as 
Mr. Barrett reported that the indi­ 
vidual members of a well firm in­ 
terviewed were not of the same 
opinion as to the advisability of 
“shooting the well” in question. 
After spending nearly 30 minutes 
talking it over the matter was tem­ 
porarily settled by leaving it to 
the water committee, composed of 
Mr. Barrett and Mr. Pingel. “With 
power to act” was first given the 
committee, but when Mr. Barrett 
frankly said that he could settle 
the question easily with a charge 
of dynamite, the board suggestec 
that perhaps it would be better 
to have the committee report back 
to the- board, which will be done. 
At the present time, there are 
only two good municipal wells out 
of the five that are under opera­ 
tion in Arlington 
Heights. 
The 
Scarsdale well is'one of those which 
has 
failed, 
although 
Alderman 
Klehm still thinks that there is 
plenty of water there. 
Anyway the 
matter • is serious 
and something will have to be done. 
In the meantime, the general pub­ 
lic are supposed to do a lot of wish- 
gjthat thsjace track.well will be 
rte to supply both Arlington Park 
and the village the 
coming five 
weeks of racing.

ing the request. 
However, there are not many of 
such cases. Motorists who forget 
to show up learn to their sorrow7 
when a constable arrives that Ar­ 
lington Heights police department 
means business.

An epic drama of the sport world 
was enacted 
at Arlington 
Park 
Sunday afternoon when a “ghost’ 
horse race, a duplicate of last sea 
son’s classic, was run as a dedica­ 
tion ceremony for the new totaliz­ 
er recently installed at the park 
The new American totalizer, the 
first one of its kind in the worlc 
and costing upwards of $250,000 
was installed by the Arlington Park 
Jockey Club in order that the pat 
rons of Arlington Park might know 
at all times just how much money 
had been wagered on every horse 
and also know, minute by minute 
the total amount of the pool. 
With the work 
of installation 
completed involving the use of 250 
miles of copper wire, the installa­ 
tion of 10,000 light bulbs and the 
setting up of 185 mutuel machines 
and the complicated connecting up 
of the whole intricate and compli­ 
cated affhir, the Arlington officials 
threw- open the gate* Sunday -aft 
ernoon and invited the public to 
come out and help give an official 
try out to the new system which is 
destined to take all the mystery 
out of mutuel wagering as Jar as 
Arlington Park is concerned. 
As the visitors entered the gate 
a program w7as handed to them 
w7hich contained the entry list of 
the 1932 classic complete. On the 
back of the program was a descrip­ 
tion of the new totalizer and in­ 
structions as to how to use it. 
As the crowd entered the grand 
stand and club house, they saw the 
mutuel clerks “on the line” behind 
the new mutuel 
machines which 
print the ticket as it is flipped out 
to the patron. 
After a crowd of over 4,000 had 
assembled the announcer introduc­ 
ed the president of the American 
Totalizer Co., which had installed 
the machine and turned the loud 
speaker over to him for a brief talk 
on how the machine worked and 
how7 to u§e it. 
All wagering is by horse’ num­ 
bers and not by name. In the in­ 
field the big odds board was all 
ablaze with lights 
in 
places to 
show the changing odds, total bet 
on each horse and total pool, to­ 
gether with result 
and 
pay off 
glaces. 
In the main betting ring, in the 
club house and 
in the 
paddock 
boards wrere also ready and these 
boards also showed the place and 
show7 betting. 
With all in readiness the crowd 
was given twenty minutes to get 
tickets on the various horses in the 
mythical race and 
see the big 
“tote” in operation. Tickets could 
be had for the asking and the big 
crow7d iii jolly humor stormed the 
machines to get tickets and then 
watch the big boards. 
About ev­ 
ery minute and a half the big to­ 
talizer automatically 'flashed the 
change in odds and the totals on 
each horse and the total of the 
entire pool. 
Then came the announcers call, 
“They’re off” and the whole crowd 
rushed to the front of the stands. 
Just as if a real race were being 
run. The announcer gave a vivid 
description of the race and the re­ 
sult, 
Gusto first, 
Stepenfetchet 
second, Evergold thiid and then as 
soon as the “official” sign flashed 
on the boards up also flashed the 
official pay off from the imaginary 
pool. 
That w7as all there was to it, but 
the big crowd left the park satis- 
field that at last one race track had 
taken all the mystery out of mutuel 
wagering and that through the use 
Of this intricate piece of machin­ 
ery which operates automatically 
the patrons of Arlington Park can 
see just what is happening at ev­ 
ery minute of the time. 
The crowd was amazed at the 
clock-like precision of the huge ma­ 
chine and delighted at the convplet- 
ness of the detailed story of the 
wagering it tells and the Arlington 
officials were more than pleased at 
the size of the crowd that turned 
out to help try out the new total­ 
izer and take part in the “ghost” 
classic.

FOR ECONOMY 


See Bond Holders “Hold 
the Bag” in Special 
Assessments 


S. G. Ingraham, city collector of 
Evanston, in discussing the present 
plan of handling delinquent special 
assessments declares that most of 
the municipalities of Cook county 
are being handicapped 
financially 
because of the system now in use. 
He points out that interest is being 
lost and that both the property 
owners and bond holders are losers. 
Jn some communities, it is impos­ 
sible to sell 
special 
assessment 
bonds because of the fact that the 
overhead charges are too great to 
make the investment profitable and 
sound. 
The Suburban Area and Country 


Towns association is sponsoring a 
program of constructive legislation 
in which the evils of the .present ar­ 
rangement of the assessment and 
collection of taxes will be eliminat- 
ed. 
It has already been pointed out 
that the local collectors do not have 
sufficient time to make a real col­ 
lection of the general taxes. And 
in the matter of special assess­ 
ments the main difficulty lies in the 
fact that the system in the county 
collector’s office is so unwieldly and 
complicated 
that 
interest 
on 
moneys due on these special as­ 
sessments is lost to the local m u­ 
nicipalities 
of three or four months to much 
longer periods of time in the hand­ 
ling of these accounts in the coun­ 
ty collector’s office much inconven­ 
ience is occasioned in addition to 
the loss of actual interest. 
A charge of fifty cents is made 
for each of the parcels thus turned 
over to the county 


of dollars. Since during tile pres­ 
ent condition of the 
real estate 
market it is impossible to get bid­ 
ders on much of 
the delinquent 
property, the system is far from 
being economical.

The racing commission bill had 
been expected. Nash has a string 
of horses, himself, and knows the 
game. 
Millions have been made 
by the tracks around Chicago with 
little or no chance for the poli­ 
ticians to “cut in.” 
The Illinois 
Turf Association, an organization 
of all the mile tracks, fixes the 
racing dates and supervises racing 
through 
its board of 
directors. 
There has been no complaint from 
the public. The state has its own 
inspectors 
on hand and 
collects 
many thousands of dollars in fees 
and licenses. 
Last summer Moe Rosenberg, 
Nash’s 
handyman 
in 
the 
Chi­ 
cago headquarters, got an option 
on a large tract of land on the 
Southside of Chicago for a propos­ 
ed race track. 
The project slum­ 
bered, however, when the turf as­ 
sociation frowned on the plan, for 
obvious reasons. 
Since then Ros­ 
enberg has been demanding a pol­ 
itical racing commission to allot 
racing dates, rather than let the 
turf association do it. 
Nash is here this week to push 
his own bill and to help Gov. Hor­ 
ner get his sales tax and other 
measures through. 
If the racing 
commission bill is passed the Dem­ 
ocratic machine will have power to 
select practically all officials and 
employees at all race tracks, fix 
conditions for the races, thus mak­ 
ing “soft spots” for certain horses, 
and to cause or prevent the penal­ 
izing of jockeys, trainers or own­ 
ers when the performance of their 
horses are not satisfactory. 
Control of horse racing around 
Chicago is one of the biggest pol­ 
itical and financial plums that the 
Democratic machine 
has reached 
for yet.
